The town is going to be asked to vote $3,925,000 
additional funds for this school at the next tgwn 
meeting. 

mat too far in the future the town is also going 
to be asked to elther add to the present high school 
or build a new one. 

Instead of becoming deeply involved in the 
regional-technical school, couldn’t the town begin 
now to incorporate vocational-technical education 
in the new plan? 

While separatellschools for vocational-technical 
training at the high school level have a long history 
in Massachusetts there is much to.be said in favor 
of what is called the ‘comprehensive’ high school, 
where a variety of subjects is available to all 
students, The boy or girl preparing for a job as an 
electronic technician may need the same math as 
the college bound student. A student interested in 
architecture needs a college preparatry course as 
well as a good drafting class. In general the same 
basic education is still needed by most ofthe students, 

An important argument against the separate 
yocation-technical school is the premature decision 
regarding goals for adult life. 

Few students in their junior high and early high 
school years are prepared to make the almost 
irrevocable choices this kind of track system de- 
mands and in fact should not be asked to. 

Many educators believe that flexibility should 
be maintained at the high school level as over- 
specialized technical training suffers from a high 
degree of obsolescence, 

There is only a small percentage of difference 
in government subsidy in favor ofthe separate school 
and this margin may shrink appreciably when the 
standards the state sets for curriculum and the 


necessary duplication of facilities are considered. 
There is no better way for students with dif- 


ferent capabilities to learn an appreciation of each 
other and the ways to work together, as they will 
need to do in the adult world, than to have oppor- 
tunities to work together in the same high school, 
These opportunities are best provided when voca- 
tional - technical educaton is a well integrated 
part of the general curriculum. MNW

Mrs Reitchel told the Selectmen 
that “Article 16 is not correctly 
worded in the Town Warrant. Her 
land was being ativertised, she said 
as land of Sylvester Carter, who 
had owned it some 50 years ago. 
Mrs Pederson Said that if the pro- 
posed rezoning were to go through 
as advertised all of their homes 
would then be zoned industrial, in

Robert Gamlin of Reading Ave 
had appliled for purchase of lots 
on Cedar Avenue abutting in the 
back. After much discussion, his 
application was denied, since they 
were willing to sell at the assessed 
figure of $1000 for each lot, but 
Niles and Boylen wished to res- 
trict it for building purposes, 
This was two parcels of 50’ front 
by 100’ in depth, which made 
10000 sq ft in a 10000 ft zone, 

Mr Miceli wanted to grant it 
without restrictions, since he was 
afraid that it would be put to auc~ 
tion and then there would be two 
houses there, instead of one, Atty 
Roland Wood pointed out the fact 
that Mr Gamlin did not want to 
build at present, but he did not 
feel that his client would accept 
it with the restrictions on it. It 
was voted to sell Ralph DeLisle 
a parcel on Belmont Avenue for 
$1800 with the building restriction 
for a-dwelling. Mr Nichols of 
Burlington Avenue appeared wish 
ing to buy a small lot adjacent to 

his property. .This was granted 
At $200 with the restrictions, 

Chairman Danny Gillis of the 
Plaphing Board ‘Was, present with

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 
(Fr. Front Pg.) 


The students in the vocational 
School will not study any foreign 
languages, Other than that almost 
all ‘couses will be offered, with 
emphasis on vocational trades, The 
school will be co-educational. 

Based on a four year course, the 
School will offer classes in Elec- 
trical work, Electronics, Automo- 
tive, Auto Body, Porduct and Ex- 
perimental Machining, Metal Fa- 
brication, Carpentry, Chemic¢al 
Laboratory Technician, Drafting 
and Design, Tenchical Dlustrating 
and Commercial Art, Merchandi- 
sing and Secretarial Sciences, and 
Culinary Arts, 

Broadly speaking the pupils are 
to be divided into three levels, 
to be called ‘tracks’, and depending 
on abilities, 

Track 1 will be for students with 
a high level of ability, who in 
addition to shop work would have 
an academic program which would 
prepare them for jobs in industry 
as technicians, or for higher edu- 
cation in schools, technical insti- 
tutes and junior colleges, 

Track 2 would be for pupils of 
average ability, who would be given 
shop experience, and academic 
training to qualify them for jobs 
in industry, 

Track 3 would be for those stu- 
dents who have a limited academic 
ability, but would have an interest 
and desire to acquire a skill, 
These students would be given the 
necessary academic studies which 
were within their capabilities, and 
would have an opportunity in shop 
to progress and develop skills 
according to their capacity. 

Wolk told the audience that he 
would be speaking to pupils in 
Grades 7 and 8, in the Wilmington 
schools, preparatory to their en- 
tering Grade 9, in his school. 

Grade 9 pupils, he said, would 
have to sort and elect their cour- 
ses, and be tested for their abil- 
ities. It would not be fair for 
these pupils to have to choose 
their classes immediately, but in- 
stead there would be exploratory 
courses, so that at the end of 
Grade 9 the pupils could deter- 
mine the course of studies they 
wished to pursue, 

Grade 10 pupils would be taking 
up specialized shop work, one week 
of shop work and one week of 
academic work, a schedule that 
would continue through Grade il, 

In Grade 12 the pupils would 
alternate, with one week in various 
shops in the ‘area, shops that have 
already shown an interest in ac- 
quiring these pupils. Among the 
places mentioned by Mr Wolk was 
Sweetheart Plastics, and the Greer 
Division of Joy Manufacturing Co., 
both in Wilmington, 

Grade 12 pupils, he said, would 
actually work and show their pro- 
spective employers of what they 
were capable of doing, 

‘We are going to function as a 
regular high school, with an ath- 
letic plant comparable to any high 
school around, and a building that 
will be capable of functioning 
otherwise as well, for weekendand 
Saturday evening affairs.’ 

Wolk hazarded, in answer to a 
question, that 50% of the graduates 
would find employment in the shop 
work of their specialty, He said 
that while at the Greer plant he 
had found one of his former pupils 
there, functioning as a shop fore- 
man, and he has found former 
students in other shops he has 
canvassed in the area, 

When asked by Charles Mather 
of the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee if there would be any cours- 
es in Data Processing, Wolk told 
the audience that at Syracuse (N.Y.) 
there were courses in Math Tech- 
nology which were quite helpful, 
and that possibly they would find 
a method to do the work as it is 
being done at Syracuse, 

Chairman Keane said that the 
Data Processing was one of a 
group of ‘Exceptional Studies’ and 
that the school probably would not 
pursue it, it being limited in this 
regard. : 

Keane had talked at the Greer 
plant of Data Processing, and 
thought it would be best to train 
technicians capable of repairing 
the machines. He said he would 
not be surprised to find that the 
school would be offering a course 
of this type. 

The fate of the proposed school 
rests with the five towns in the 
School District, - Wilmington, 
Burlington, Bedford, Billerica and 
Tewksbury. Tewksbury will be 
having a discussion of the school

in a Town Meeting next week. Bed~ » 


ford will be having a town meeting 


on November 20th., the same night 
as Wilmington. The Selectmen of 
Billerica and Burlington have not 
yet made a decision about calling 
a Town Meeting. 

Haigh said that about two years 
ago a@ questionairre was sent to 
all parents in the area, with good 
response. 

He considered it extremely sig- 
nificant that every one of this type 
of schools opened to date had been 
promptly swamped with applicants 
and students. In each instance, he 
said, the Directors had to screen 
applicants so that each of the 
towns participating had a fair per- 
centage. 

Greater Lawrence has a school 
for 320, and received over 600 
applications. It was a revalation, 
Haigh said. 


McLean cited studies which had . 


shown the aims of Wilmington High 
School students, 49%, he said, 
wanted to attend four year col- 
leges, and 44% wanted to attend 
trade or technical schools, The 
rest were either undecided, or 
wanted to attend Business Colleges 

A lst of choices had been given 
to Wilmington High school students 
who might attend a school of this 
type, and thg;Number One choice 
was to study Automobile Mechan- 
ics, with Auto Body Nunber Two. 

Wolk also told the audience that 
boys who go through the Technical 
School do very well, when they 
join the U.S. Navy. They get their 
technical ratings much quicker 
than dves the average recruit, 

He plans to spend time talking 
with the youngsters in the seventh 
and eighth grades, in the five 
towns, and also with Guidance per- 
sonnel and administrators, 

The school, he said, would be 
operating at 50% of capacity during 
the first two years. Pupils who 
will not do the work of them will 
not be allowed to participate, 


Pupil Costs 


In a discussion of pupil costs 
Chairman Keane quoted costs on 
an average, statewide, as bing 
$750 per pupil per year, in the 
technical schools. He believed 
these costs to be higher than the 
costs in academic schools. 

There were various costs cited 
for pupils in the Wilmington 
schools, one of them being $505.23. 
But Keane warned that ‘If anyone 
tells you, then find out what the 
figures meani’ 

He was convinced that the vo- 
cational schools were more expen- 
sive than the academic schogls, and 
then pointed out that a graduate 
could immediately move into a 
better paying job than would a 
General Course graduate of a ca- 
demic schools. 

To this Haigh added that a Gen- 
eral Course graduate of academic 
schools cost about $500 a year, 
and graduate to jobs paying about 
$60 or $70 a week, 

‘Spend $250 more a year, and 
you will probably end up with a 
Student who can go out and geta 
job more in line with our affluent 
society’. 

Wilmington’s share of the cost 
for education, it was said, for the 
first few years, would be $87,825 
per year. 

Under the Federal George Bar- 
den Act, the Federal government 
would pay 50% of the Salaries of 
75% of the teachers for the first 
four years. 

Haigh told the audience that the 
State, in House Bill 14;0, was pro- 
posing a 50% reimbursement of 
costs to the towns participating. 
He added that there were four or 
five such bills in the’ Massachu- 
setts Legislature at this time, one 
of them being House Bill 506, 
proposed by Rep, Fred F, Cain of 
Wilmington.

Volk said that a school of this 
type, in Williamsport, Pennsylvan- 
fa, was the cause of a large in- 
dustry locating tn that city.

$45,700 Damages 


Robert F. Corey, 15 Clark Rd 
Lowell was awarded $47,500 inda- 
mages by a rujy in the Middlesex 
Superior Court, ni Lowell, on 
November first,.as payment for 
land taken from him by the Town 
of Wilmington, The trial lasted 
three days, and was heard before 
Justice Francis F. Good, 

Corey was the owner of the for- 
mer Hathaway Gravel Pit, inNorth 
Wilmington and North Reading, 
The pit totals nearly 50 acres, in 


PRB the two towns, and the Town of 


.

Wilmington took that part of it 
which was in North Wilmington by 
eminent domain on July 10, 1964, 
The taking cut Corey off from any 
legal access to his property in 
North Reading. 

The history of the gravel pit 
dates back for many years, It 
was purchased by Steve Hathaway 
a gravel operator inthe mid 1950s, 
at the time that Interstate Highway 
93 was being constructed, and mil 
lions of yards of fill for the new 
highway were taken from the pit, 
In the course of operations three 
large holes were dug which be- 
came waterfilled, and were the 
Scene of subsequent drownings, one 
in Wilmington and one in North 
Reading, 

No taxes were paid on the pits 
after the Interstate Highway was 
completed, and there were several 
recommendations to the town that 
the land be taken for non-payment 
of taxes, elther as an area for 
recreation, because of the swim- 
ming, or aS land for the Water 
Department, The Wilmington 
Board of Health repeatedly tested 
the water in an effort to find 
that there was pollution, and thus 
have a legal reason to bar swim- 
mers, but the tests, in every case 
showed that the water was clean 
and healthful, and fit for human 
consumption. 

Finally, when Gerald Bouchard 
became Town Manager, the Town 
began to consider the taking of 
the property, and it was just about 
this time that Mr Corey purchased 
it from «its former owner. It 
was said at that time that Mr 
Corey paid a sum equal only to 
the taxes due for the property, 

The Wilmington Water De- 
partment was at the time consider- 
ing the use of the land for a well 
field, and the department had con- 
tracted with the engineering firm 
of Whitman & Howard to have the 
water tested. bs 

While the test was being made, 
in December of 1963, Mr Corey 
asked for a variance before the 
Board of Appeals to have a com~ 
mercial recreation aréa in the 16,7 
acres in Wilmington, During that 
hearing, Arnold Blake, 90 Middle- 
sex Avenue, a Water Commis- 
Sioner,, told the Board of Appeals 
that the land was being tested for 
future water supplies. The tests

The Town Crier is unhappy about the site, in 
that the town may have to pay dearly in the future 
because of the needs of High School expansion, but 
it supports the Board of Trustees in their proposal 
for a new library. 

It would seem that the bone of contention lies, 
in some instances at least, witha room on the second 
story which will be used for meetings of various 
kinds, literary and cultural, and will be suitable for 
other purposes, The argument is that these meetings 
can be held in some school house, the Glen Road 
School for example. 

This is a false economy, If the town is to build 
a library it should be a proper one. A meeting room 
for the purposes intended is right and proper, The 
day may come when expansion is needed, and that 
room may then be used for that purpose without 

@aving to indulge in further construction. 

After much effort on the part of the citizens the 
town now has a firm of qualified Library Architects 
who have made the designs for this building. Those 
architects have the confidence of the Board of 
Library. Trustees. 

The Trustees should have the support of the 
people, 

THE COST OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


There was a time in Wilmington when the 
Permanent Building Committee was committed to 
the idea that school buildings should be built as 
inexpnsively as possible. That was about ten years 
ago, when the 's0-called Round Schools were evolved. 
Unfortunately the politicians of half a dozen years 
ago made a political plaything of the idea, and the 
tax payers of Wilmington have been paying ever 
since for allowing themselves to be led around by 
those politicians.

The Town Crier is not necessarily wedded to 
the idea of Round Schools as such, If someone can 
come up with schools of another shape, - long, tall, 
squat, underground, or what have you, and the price 
is less, the Town Crier will support that idea, 

But no one has been able to do this, and it is 
time to re-examine again the concept that brought 
to Wilmington those round schools. 

It is the classroom that counts, in any school, 
In those classrooms the teacher and the pupils meet, 
and there is an exchange of ideas, an exchange that 
is termed Education, 

The walls outside those classrooms are imma- 
terial, other than to protect those inside from the 
elements, They should be durable, they should be 
safe, they should be easy to maintain. But ifa 
school building could be built with just classrooms, 
and no walls at all, ( an impossible situation, of 
course ) the cost of that building would decrease 
considerably. 

In the construction of the round schools, the 
amount of the outside wall was cut to a mimimum. 
That was an important savings, 

The plans were owned by the town, There was 
no need for expensive designing and redesigning of 
class rooms, at the tax payers expense. That, too, 
was an important savings. 

The round schools were designed to have twelve 
classrooms, and to be located in neighborhoods, so 
that the elementary school children could walk to 


school, and thus not have to be bussed, That too 


was an important savings. :

people. A lot of those savings have been lost. 

Today there are larger elementary schools, 
and the pupils in those schools are being bussed, 
from the east side to the west side, etc. etc. 

Where the Woburn Street School is located, and 
now being enlarged, a twelye room ‘school should 
have been built. Then another one could have been 
built a mile or twotothenorth, near Hathaway Acres. 
The town would have twenty four classrooms, at a 
cost of about a million dollars, and the children 
would have been within easy walking distance of 
their schools. 

It is now proposed to build a twenty-eight room 
elementary school at the Shawsheen Avenue site, 
at a cost of $2,122,000 

Suppose instead that the town were to build 
three schools, each of twelve rooms, and located 
a mile or two apart, and in that general area, 

Assuming that the cost of construction has 
increased, those ‘schools would today cost about 
$600,000 each, Three schools would cost about 
$1,800,000, and would provide thirty six, not twenty 
eight rooms, 

And, neglecting entirely the cost of bussing, the 
Qn would still have a savings of over $300,000,
